Prendergast will be hanged today between | 


the hours of 10 and 2 o'clock. The appar- 
ently interminable dilatory proceedings in his 
‘behalf came to an end yesterday afternoon. 
All the motions of the assassin’s counsel be- 
fore Judge Grosscup, for a writ of habeas 
corpus, fora stay of proceedings, and even 
for an appeal were overruled, and this deci- 
sion was immediately followed by the action 
of Gov. Altgeld refusmg a reprieve. His 
then admitted there was no further 
hope and immediately the Sheriff and the con- 
demned man alike began their-ghastly prepa- 
rations for the closing scene in the tragedy of 
the assassination of Mayor Harrison. 
At the morning session of the. United States 
Cireuit Court Attorney Gregory argued fora 
writ of habeas corpus on the grourds alleged 
in the petition filed the day before. At the 
conclusion of the argument the court had not 
been convinced that u writ of habeas corpus 
should issue and refused to grant the petition. 
Judge Grosscup was in doubt, however, 
whether the prisoner was entitled to an ap- 
peal to the Supreme Court at Washington 
from his decision refusing the writ, This 
question hetook under advisement and tele- 
graphed to Indianapolis for Judge Woods of 
the United States Circuit Court of Appeuls, 
asking him to come to Chicago and confer 
with him this morning. The court then ad- 
journed. 

In ide afternoon A. S. Trude and Assistant 
State s Attorney Morrison called on Judge 
Grosseup in his chambers and asked 
to be allowed to file an answer to 
the petition of Prendergast and to 
"the argument of Mr. Gregory for an ap- 
peal to the Supreme Court. The attorneys 
for the State presented to the Judge some au- 
thorities bearing on the case, one the decision 
in Woods against the United States, in which 
it was held that the Circuit Court of the 
United States has the discretion to grant an

Commission with Power to Investigate, 

Sec. 6 provides that the President may se- 
lect two Commissioners, who, together with 
the Commissioner of Labor, shall form a tem- 
porary commission for the purpose of exam- 
ning into the causes of any strike controver- 
sies, the conditions accompanying it, and the 
possibilities of securing an amicable adjust- 
ment. * 

The law provides that the servichs of such a 
commission may be tendered by the President 
for the purpose of settling such a controversy, 
either upon hisown motion or upon the ap- 
plication of one of the parties to the contro. 
versy, or on the request of the Governor of 
the State where the trouble arises, 

Sec: 8 of the law gives the commission 
power to visit the disturbed locality, make a 
careful inquiry into the causes of the trouble, 
advise, the respective parties what they should 
do to adjust the matter, and finally to make a 
written decision of their own findings, which 
is to be filed not only with the Commissioner 
of Labor, but also with the Secretary of the 
State in which the controversy exists. The 
Commissioner of Labor is made the Chair. 
man of the committee and he is given author- 
ity to. administer oeths and summon wit- 
nesses exactly as a United States Commis- 
sioner or rt. 

The com mission as suggested by the act has 
ho power to bind either party to the dispute, 
but it may perform valuable service in the 
way of suggesting:a basis of settlement, and 
at least could make an official record of the 
testimony of witnesses sworn to tell the truth. 
The President appeared to be much impressed 
with the proposition, and it ia probable that it 
will be considered carefully at the Cabinet 
meeting tomorrow. No names were suggested 
as members of the commission, but one, of 
course, wil) be a resident of Illinois and prob- 
ably of Chicago. Carroll D. Wright, the Com- 
missioner of Labor, would, under the law, 
have contro! of the proceedings. 

Quick Action May Be Taken. 1 

The commission as suggested by the law 
would not interfere with any Congressional 
investigation, but gt the same time it-might 
prevent action by Congress in this direction. 
Being a smaller body it could travel quickly 
and transact business without troublesome 
red tape. I* could if appointed now get oyt 
to Chicago and be of some service before 1 
strike ends. . ‘ 

So far as could be learned the President is 
much impressed with the possibility of sectr.- 
ing an unbiased commission to stand between 
the two parties tu the controversy, inasmuch 
as it is generally believed that the mere ap- 
péRrance of a commission in Chicago and its 
settling down to work will at least result in 
restoring order temporarily and thus relieving 
the Federal authorities from the unpleasant 
duty of maintaining order at the point of the 
bayonet, 

As it appears now the President may ap- 
point the commission on his own motion. 
If he should decide not to do this he would 
still be obliged to create the commission on 
the application of either the strikers or’ rail- 
road managers or Gov. Altgeld. Hence the 
prospects appear to be in favor of the sending 
of acommission to Chicago unless the Attor- 
ney-General reports adversely on the law 
itself.

Hayes Telis of the Interview. 

John W. Hayes, the General Secretary- 
Treasurer of the Knights of Labor, tonight 
gave out the following statement covering the 
committee's interview with President Cleve- 
land: ; 
“We had an hour’s talk with President 
Cleveland this afternoon for the purpose of 
calling his attention to the arbitration act of 
1888 introduced in the House of Representa- 
tives by John J. O'Neill of Missouri. The del- 
egation consisted of John W. Hayes, General 
Secretary-Tieasurer; Thomas B. McGuire 
and C. A. French of the General Executive 
Board; and J. G. Schonfaber. 

had full authority from President E. V. 
Debs of the American Railway Union and J. 
W. Heathcote of the Pullman employés to 
represent their interests and act on their be- 
half. The President seemed pleased to re- 
ceive us, and immediately opened the subject 
by referring to the law which the parties in- 
terested desired to see enforced. 

The President finally decided to appoint 
the commission and at once 80 informed. us, 
at the same time stating that he would name 
the arbitratore either tomorrow or next day. 
We expect to secure much more from this ar- 
bitratron than the final settlement of the 
present difficulty in Chicago. While it 
is in itself a great victory for labor organiza- 
tions and everything that the American Rail- 
way Union has fought for, it gives official 
recognition to the justice of their demands 
for arbitration, and it will lead much fur- 
ther, for in the movements of the future when 
defects of the present arbitration law have 
been made apparent by actual experience 
prompt steps will be taken to amend the 
same. 

Hudson Plan for Court Arbitrament. 

A bill to prevent and settle strikes, to settle 
by arbitration all differences between em- 
ployers and employés, and to provide a pen- 
alty for refusal or failure to abide by the de- 
cision of arbitrators has been introduced by 
Representative Hudson of Kansas. It pro- 
vides that all disputes as to wages, hours of 
work, the right to discharge or quit work 
shall be subinitted to three arbitrators ap- 
pointed by a Circuit Court in all cases where 
the courts or United States military authori- 
ties may be invoked, 

Persons guilty of disturbing the property 
of employers without having applied for 
arbitration shall be deemed guilty-of malicious 
mischief, The same rule shall apply to em- 
ployers who reduce wages or discharge men 
without submittmg the case to arbitration. 
In all of the last cases employers shall be 
liable for the full amount of wages until the 
employés shall find other employment, the 
period not to exceed one year, nor can they 
call upon the United States forces for pro- 
tection until they have applied for arbitra- 
tion. a . 

The cost to the United States of putting 
down the railway strikes in the West is esti- 
mated by government officers at fully 
$1,000,000. It may foot up more. The es- 
timates include telegraph bills, Deputy Mar- 
shals’ pay, and transportation and mainte- 
nance of United States troops. The estimates 
for Marshals’ pay in Chicago alone is from 
$150,000 to $200,000, aud Congress in a 
few days will be asked to appropriate this; as 
itis urgent. The Treasury Department has 
ordered the, resumption of shipments of 
money between Subtreasuries.

The boy may die, but Fische was not 
thought to be fatally wounded. Five Deputy 
Marshals were taken to the Kensington Po- 
lice Station pending an investigation. Their 
names are George Woodruff, who ix thought 
to have fired one of the shots which struck 
Gregory, James Tausij, H. N. Roberts, Louis 
Marthon, and F. J. Lock wood. , 

The shooting appears to have been without 
adequate cause. It was the result of the ex- 
plosion of three torpedoes which had been 
placed by some one on the III inois, Central 
tracks at One Hundred and Seventeenth styset. 
The ékplosions seemed to cause the United 
States Marshals to lose their heads, and one 
party on one side of the tracks fired into un- 
other party on the opposide side, thirty shots 
in all being fired, with the casualties men- 
tioned and to the great danger of several fam- 
ilies dwelling in a row of cottages near the 
tracks, 

The torpedoes were exploded by the Cincin- 
nati express on the Big Four, which reached 
One Hundred and Seventeenth street at 9:20 
o'clock. No damage was done, ard the train 
proceeded on its way without stopping. At 
this point, however, two cars are stationed, 
one on each side of the track, 
upon which the. torpedoes were placed. 
The cars were filled last night with 
United States Marshals whe had been placed 
at that point as a guard. As soon as the ex- 
plosions were heard the men ran hastily from 
the cars in great excitement. They claim 
they saw. three men runumg from the spot, 
but this is disputed by residents of the vicinity 
who say the men carried fishing tackle and 
were fishermen walking down the tracks from 
Riverdale.

George Schilling, of the Coopers’ Union, 
came in to shake hands with President Gom- 
pers. He said the coopers in the Stock- Yards 
had struck two weeks ago on account of a re- 
duction of wages, and that 400 to 500 men 
were out. Hedid not know if the other coopers 
employed in the duwn-town shops would join 
the strikers. He declared he did not come in 
behalf of the Coopers’ Union.

The machine woodworkers last night flatly 
ref to go on strike. is decision was 
reached at a joint meeting at which were rep- 
resentatives of Unions Nos. 4, 7, 0, 12, 30, 
and 74. The meeting was not a long one, 
showing that the men had made wp their 
minds what they wished to do, 

A fourth effort was made last night to get 
the journeyman plumbers to go on strike. 
Several 1 were out, and members pass- 
ing from hall gave conflicting stories. At 
the close of an afternoon session the 
members reported. that a minority of hot- 
headed members of previous meetings de- 
clared they would strike.

The jury assembled later than usual yester- 
day morning. There were a score of witness.

Fvidence Against Debs Heard. 

In the afternoon the jury took up Debs’ 
acts.

H. A. Halbert, a reporter for an 

evening paper, testified to several speeches 
and interviews in which Debs outlined his 
plans to tie up the roads and stop traffic. The 
most sensational testimony, however, was 
given by Debs himself. His telegrams were 
produced. At 3 o'clock E. M. Maulford, 
of the Western Union, and an as.

Wareeas, The Senate thereupon asked for a 
conference with the House of Representatives 
upon said bill and amendments, and the follow- 
ing Senators were appointed managers of such 
conference on the apart of the Senate—to wit:

Montgomery, 
Burrows, and Payne; and 

WueEreas, The legitimate object of such action 
onthe two Houses was an immediate and full 

free conference of allthe managers of the 
Senate and House of Representatives together; 
therefore be it 

Resolved, That the Chairman of the managers 
of said conference on the part of the Senate is 
hereby directed to inform. the Senate whether a 
full and-free conference is being held upon the 
bill aforesaid and amendments, and, 14 so, at 
what time such conference was called together. 

Beginning of Reptblican Revolt. 


No attempt was made to procure action on 
resolution and it went over until tomor- 
row on Senator, Hale’s request. It is the be- 
inning of the public revolt on the part of the 
publicans against the high-handed pro- 
ceedings.of the Democratic compromisers in 
absolutely ignoring their Republican col- 
leagues. It isnot a question of politics or of 
factious opposition to a partisan tariff meas- 
ure. On the contrary, it is only an effort to 
assert the dignity ot the minority members of 
conference committee. The more fair. 
minded Democrats in both House and Senate 
are willing to admit privately that the present 
proceedings are not only unpreredented, but 
are in the nature of a gratuitous insult of 
three Senators and the same number of Rep- 
resentatives who by virtue of their positions 
at the head of the list in the Finance and 
. and Means committees may be consid- 
ered as the acknowledged leaders of their par- 
ties in the two Houses of Congress. 

Senator Hale said to Tun Txisune corre- 
spondent today that an effort would be made 
tomorrow to force the Democrats to make a 
public explanation of their reasons for ig. 
noring the orders of both House and Senate 
and taking the tariff bill off behipd locked 
doors to be considered in a partigan manner 
and for the adjustment of personal interests. 
The Senate appointed the conferrees Tuesday, 
July 3, managers on behalf 
of the House were named last Saturday. 
Yet no attempt has been made to l the 
committee together, and the orders of House 
and Senate for a full and free conference have 
thus been set utterly at defiance. The tariff 
bill has been taken from the jurisdiction of 
the two Houses of Congress and is now being 
considered by a partisan caucus whose very 
existence is unknown to the law. Had the 
conference committee been called together 
promptly and an adjournment taken to per- 
mit of a conference of the majority of the 
members the proceeding would have had 
about it some semblance of authority. 

The Republicans have anjexe¢elient oppor- 
tunity to make a protest, inasmuch as they 
have the law and custom of Cofgress clearly 
on their side, Senator Hale’s resolution, as 
he said, was submitted by him as a result ofa 
formal conference of Republican Senators. 
It is more than probable, therefore, that there 
will be a lively debate over it in the Senate 
tomorrow. The Democrats have placed them- 
selves in a position of having ignored the or- 
ders of the bodies which appointed them and 
even if they attempt to calla formal confer- 
ence for tomorrow it would sinjply be an ad- 
mission that they had been derblict for the 
first four days of the week. 


May Make Iron aud Coal Free, 


The fact of the matter is that the Demo- 
cratic conferrees are in a bad box. After 
shouting for haste since the bill was sub- 
mitted to the Senate last February they are 
forced to admit now that all the delays have 
come from their failure to agree among 
themseives. With the majority in both 
Houses of Congress and a Democratic Presi- 
dent who has been often quoted as ready to 
sigh any reasonable tariff bill, they have been 
able thus far to agree upon nothing which 
stands any chance of becoming a law. The 
caucus was held. today behind. closed doors 
as usual, One of the members said this 
no one of the important 
schedules had been finally passed upon. 

There is a bare possibility of an early agree- 
ment on the sugar schedule based on a 
straight ad valorem duty for all grades of 
sugar, both raw and refined. Rumors have 
been frequent during the day to the effect that 
an arrangement has been made by which the 
Senate is to recede from its position and al- 
low coal and iron ore to go back on the free 
list, where they were put by the House. There 
is a story. afloat to the effect that a deal has 
been made for a pool between the Nova Sco- 

coal companies represented by ex-Secre- 

ry Whitney and the bitumigous coal pro- 

ducers of the southern central States. If this 

combination could be effected, as has been 

alleged, it would remove muny ot the objec- 

tions which the interested Senators have 
against making bituminous coal free. 

The principal competition feared is from 
Nova Scotia, and if a trust can be or has been 
organized it will make but little difference 
whether this duty were im or not, and 
this item could be traded off by the Senators 
in return for more important concessious on 
behalf of the House. The Democratic con- 
ferrees are practically as far from agreement 
as ever. They dare not submit a partial re- 

rt for fear of papas debate from the 
Renate. and are still groping im the dark ina 
vain hope of coming to an amicable arrange- 


ment.

Mr. Andrew D. White of New Tork, who 
was appointed Minister to St. Petersburg by 
President Harrison to succeed Charles Emory 
Smith of Philadelphia, has notified President 
Cleveland of his desire to resign this office and 
return to the United States. Mr. White is 
widely known as the former President of Cor- 
nell College and as a litterateur. He ten- 
dered his resignation to Mr, Cleveland upon 
the incoming of the present administration, 
but Mr. Cleveland deelined to accept it. So 
well pleased is Mr. Cleveland with Mr. 
White’s cogduct of affairs at St. Petersburg 
that it is said at the State Department that he 
could serve until the close of the Cleveland 
administration if he desired. This is Mr. 
White’s second connection with the foreign 
service of the United States. When a young 
man he filled the post of Secretary of Lega- 
tion at St. Petersburg, and in that position 
gained a knowledge of Russian life and poli- 
tics that has stood him in good stead since his 
return to that country as Minister. He is too 
intense an American, however, to enjoy a 
long residence abroad, and he insists upon 
being relieved at an early day in order that he 
may return to the United States and complete 
certain literary works upon which he was en- 
gaged at the time a tender was made to him 
to the Russian missi This work is a com- 
prehensive-history of France from the elec- 
tion of Napoleon as First Consul down to the 
present time. He is possessed of ample 
means and it is understood will devote him- 
self exclusively in the future to his literary 
labors. His suecessor will be a New York 
man who has already been selected, but his 
appointment may not be made for several 
months, possibly not until Mr. White’s ar- 
rival in the United States late in the autumn.

TARIFF OONFERENOE SHOWS A LIVE- 
LY FIGHT ON THE THREE, 


Rumors Are That the First Two Ar te Be 
Put Back on the Free List and the 
Rate on the Last Red uced—This, Though 
Denied, Ranges Many Membern for a 
Contest=Repablicans Will Insiit on a

Wasurneros, D. C., July 12.—There was 
more interest manifested today among Sen- 
ators and members of the House not mem 
bers of the Tariff Conference committee than 
on any previous day since the conference of 
the Democratic members of the committee 
began, and the air about both the Senate and 
the House was full Sf rumors as 
to what had been done.

PENETRATES A CARNEGIE PLATE, 


Seventeen-Inch Armor Shattered by a 12- 
Inch Navy Rifle-Ot Nickel Steel. 

Wasuinetonr, D. C., July 12.—[Special.]— 

The ordnance experts and steel makers who 


were encouraged by recent tests to suppose 


that they had acquired the secret of making 
armor plate of uijiform shot-resisting quality 


had that belief shattered today when the 12- 


inch navyrifle sent a shot through a 17. inch 
Harveyized Carnegie plate, through the heavy 
oak backing and the earthwork, and hundreds 
of yards away into the woods. 


This happened at the Indian Head proving | 


ground in the presence of Chief Sampson of 
the Ordnance Bureau and officers of the Car- 
negie company. The first shot showed its 
weakness when a Carpenter projectile at the 
low velocity of 1,410 feet a second sent its 
point thirteen and one-half inches into the 
seventeen-inch plate. The point of the shot 
was broken off and the shot itself flew back. 

Then a Wheeler projectile was fired at a ve- 
locity of 1,858 feet. This was thé shot that 
penetrated the plate. The shot itself was re. 
2 in a condition similar to the first 
shot. 

The ordnance officers were puzzled. The 
metal appeared to be of excellent quality and 
there were no cracks that extended more than 
a few inches from theholes. The plate repre- 
sented a group of 700 tons of armor destined 
for the Oregon's barbettes, but fortunately 
the remainder are not so far advanced toward 
completion as to preclude a change of treat- 
ment. Aneighteen-inch Bethlehem Harvey- 
ized plate now at the proving ground will be 
attacked next week.

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NEW LINE FROM UTAH TO CALIFORNIA. 


Mormous Expect to Build a Road to the 
Pacific Coast. 

Wasmxarox, D. C., July 12:.—The day the 
President's signature is affixed to the Utah 
admission bill will see the launching of the 
greatest ‘railroad enterprise of the year. A 
transcontinental scheme has been matured 
and is only heid back until Utah can be dealt 
with asa State. Benindsthe plan of develop- 
ment is the wealth and influence of the Mor-. 
mon Church.] With the quietness characteris. 
tie of the Mormon leaders the surveys have 
been made, the estimates compiled, 
and the resources of the country carefully in- 
vestigated; ‘The work isin such an advanced 
stage that the blue prints of the engineer's 
maps are now here and ready to use for con- 
struction purposes. 

The road surveyed and to be built extends 
from Sait Lake City southerly and then west- 
erly to a Pacific connection in the Los 
Angeles country.

Stockholders pretty generally supposed that 
the several issues of new stock last 
year were sufficient to retire all of 
the floating debt and leave some- 
thing in the treasury for electrical equipment 
and other purposes. It now transpires that the 
floating debt was not all retired. Several notes 
were outstanding for rouad amounts and a part 
of these at least have been paid off out of the 
proceeds of the tunnel bonds. Just what amount 
bas been devoted to that purpose it is not possi- 
die to say, but itis intimated that the sum 18 
something like $500,000. 

It bas been generally supposed that the money 
obtained from these bonds was to be used to pay 
forelectrical equipment. Now when it trans- 
pies that it was necessary to use a considerable 
portion of it to pay oid debts it may be inferred 
that it will be necessary to raise money in some 
other way to provide for the extensive electrical 
work which the company has undertaken. 

The Diamond Match company has decided to 
put $200,000 into a match manufacturing plant 
in Liverpool, England. A building has been 
leased, and that sum of money will be expended 
in fitting itup with American machinery. The 
comipany expects to compete with the foreign 
manufacturers of matches on their own ground, 
and believes that the superior machinery, for 
which it controls the patents, will enable it to 
do that. The stockholders are not all in accord 
with the movement. Some of them think that 
thiie is reaching out a little too far for trade, add 
they cite the unfortunate experiences of institu- 
tions like the Hammond and Eastman compaaies 
as preof that the expenses of such an undertak- 
I are apt to be much larger than are calculated 
on.

OVER A THOUSAND STOOK-YARDS 
BUTOHERS GO ON STRIKE, 


— 


They Have No Grievance Against Their 


Employers, and Their Quitting: Is by 
Way of Sympathy—Is the Result of 
Sovereign's Work in Packingtown—Swift 
& Co. Hurt Worse Than Others by the 
Action=P laces Will Be Filled at Once 
and Strikers Wilt Not Be Taken Back. 


The strikers in Packingtown played their 
trump card yesterday morning when over 
1,000 skilled butchers employed in the Stock- 
Yards packing-houses threw down their tools 
and joined the sympathetic strike. 

Just how much the move will affect the in 
dustries of the yards is problematical. The 
strikers claim business will be paralyzed, and 
the packers say the strike will amount to only 
an inconvenience, and that there will not be 
the slightest difficulty in filling the place of 
every man who left his work. It is also 
strongly hinted the packers will not employ 
the strikers should they wish to return to 
work. They say men who left them without 
cause, grievance, or warning cannot expect to 
be treated as strikers generally are after the 
trouble is settled. 

_ Thestrike is the direet result of General 
Master Sovereign’s labors among the men 
for the last fortnight. He has promised all 
along to call out all the men in the yards 
whenever he had a mind to. The highest es- 
timate of the number of men who went out 
by hie order is less than 1,700 men. The 
most promising feature of the strike, the men 
claim, is the fact that the majority of them 
are the most valuable workmen in the yards. 

Skilled butchers command high wages, and 
theirs is the highest class of labor employed 
in the packing-houses. Green men will cost 
the employers snore in mistakes, loss of time, 
and damage to meat and hides than their 
wages will amount to. There are lots of men 
outside the recently organized union who are 
ready to take the strikers’ places and will not, 
be afraid to go to work in view of the facts 
that there is plenty of troops and officers to 
protect them from violence. 

Fights Follow the Strike. 

A greater contest is expected among the 
union and non-union men than between the 
strikers and employers. They are already 
quarreling among themselves, and several 
fights ‘were reported between strikers and 
men who wished to work. One man was 
severely beaten and may die. The majority 
of the packers continued to kill cattle al! day 
in spite of the strike. They got through the 
day and killed the number originally in- 
tended, though considerably hampered by the 
lack of a full force. They claim to be able 
to start with the usual number of men this

Swift & Co. were most affected by the 
strike. They had made all arrangements to 
kill a large number of cattle, but had made 
no provision for extra men in case of a

They will kill tod@y as usual with almost a 
full foree of men. Three hundred butchers 
left them at 8 a. m. without warning. . 

Sunderland, Superintendent for 
Armour & Co., said: The whole number of 
butchers employed in Packingtown~ who be- 
long tothe union is about 1,600. Perhaps 


‘two-thirds of them are affected by the strike. 


Our men uave stuck to us better than the 
others have. We are on better terms with 
them, Not more than one-third of them quit. 
We killed all day as usual and will kill more 
tomorrow. We were short of hands in the 
ham and beef houses, but the places will be 
filled tomorrow and work go on as before.“ 
Nelson Morris & Co. admitted a shortage of 
hands, but killed ail day from 7 a. m. 

The striking butchers are a recent addition 
to the Knights of Labor, havmg been taken 


into the order Wednesday night in a body. 


They had organized a Butchers’ Association 
afew nights ago under direction of one of 
Sovereign’s men and claim to have a mem- 
bership of 1,600. An offer was received by 
one of the larger packing firms to supply 
several hundred negroes to fill the places of 
strikers. The offer was refused on the 
ground that it was not a necessary or ad visa- 
ble policy to antagonize the whites, 

Nearly Results in Riot. 

One of the immediate results of the strike 
was a street fight which amounted to almost 
a riot at Forty-seventh street and Center ave- 
nue early yesterday morning. A crowd of 
strikers stoned a number of Poles who were 
on their way to the yards looking for work. 
A general tight ensued, in which stones and 
scrap iron were the principal weapons. A 
riot alarm brought a squad of police from the 
Stock-Yards Station and the fight was stopped 
with difficulty. No arrests were made, but 
the heads of several of the rioters were 
cracked by police clubs. One man was found 
to be badly hurt by having been hit on the 
head by a coupling pin. His name was 
Frank Koska, No. 4849 Paulina street. 

A Chicago and Northwestern engine was de- 
railed by a cocked switch at Central ave- 
nue at8a.m. A crowd of idiers was hang- 
ing about and commenced hooting the train 
crew and guards, Nota stone was thrown, 
but as the crowd continued to grow and be- 
came bolder it was feared an attack was in- 
tended and a call was sent to Dexter Park for 
a company of militia. Maj. McFadden took 
two companies, B and D, of the Sixth Regi- 
ment I. N. G. and charged the crowd, which 
scattered before the bayonets. It was the 
first approach to a mob that has gathered in 
the vicinity since the fatal riot at Forty-ninth 
and Loomis streets Saturday. ä 


The first train of stock over the Fort Wayne 

road from the Stock-Yards left at 5 p. m.

Mr. MeMahan Was In. 

The first place visjted was the saloon of P. 
Loftus, No. 225 Ninety-first street, at the 
northeast corner of Erie avenue, and a block 
west of the Illinois Central Depot. The ob- 
oc was. the arrest of James Mc. 

han, who worked re as a 
barkeeper. He is accused of having gone to 
the railroad tracks July 5 inciting a riot and 
inviting the rioters to go to his saloon, obtain 
rifles from him, and shoot the deputies. In 
arresting him the regulars, as usual, were 
posted in front of the building, while the 
deputies and detectives rushed in at the front 
and sidedoors. McM was just mixing a 
South Chicago cocktail and was completely 
taken by surprise. Some of the deputies 
rushed behind the bar and dragged him hat- 
less and coatiess through the side door. 
Others stood guard. 

An exciting scene occurred on the sidewalk 
when the struggling prisoner was got out of 
doors. His family congregated in a window 
over the side door and made a demonstration 
of grief and rage and used abusive language. 
The deputies called to the women to bring the 
prisoner his hat and coat. But as they re- 
ceived in return only a volley of abuse they 
marched off with the prisoner east on Ninety: 
fourth street to the Illinois Central Depot. 


Where His Brother Figured, 


When the depot was reached a stiil more 
exciting scene was enacted. John McMahan, 
a brother of the prisoner, who is a policeman 
on duty in the neighborhood, met crowd 
at the depot, and beholding his brother bare- 
headed and in his shirtsleeves struggling with 
the deputies, rushed in among them as if to 
rescue him. He laid his hands on the depu- 
ties, addressed the most insulting language 
to them, and almost precipitated a riot. 
Three other policemen gathered round and 
looked on approvingly at Officer MacMahan’s 
conduct. If a blow had been struck it is 
thought a pitched battle would have followed, 
with the posse on one side and the four po- 
lice, reinforced by all the strikers in the 
neighboring saloons, on the other side. 

Fortunately Officer McMahan, whose com- 
plaint was the fact his brother had no hat and 
coat, was content to go and get them and 
bring them to him. Even after this, how- 
ever, he dogged the steps of the posse as they 
went along and galled out aloud for some one 
to telephone ‘to Mayor Hopkins and 
to Chief Brennan, both of whom, 
he seemed to think, would rush 
at once to the rescue of such a distinguished 
citizen as his brother. risoner never- 
theless was taken to the roundhouse and then 
to the Government Building. 

The posse then visited the residence of 
Henry Stallman, No. 170 Ninety-tirst street, 
and surrounded it while it was searched, but 
the bird had flown. Several other places were 
visited but without result, and at 6 p. m. the 
posse returned to the Government Building 
the way it went. The regulars inspired the 
greatest respect wherever they went, andsome 
of the people of South Chicago begged Dep- 
uty Lindley to pay them another visit with the 
military escort, as it would have a particu- 
larly healthy and quieting effect.

San Francisco, Cal., July 12./-Since yes. 
tetday’s horrible work at the tristle west of 
Sacramento the strike situation iia Celifornia 
has been less alarming. BS 

In Oakland there has been fioting since 
early this morning. The trouble began at 
daybreak, whena mob of several hundred 
strikers rushed into the yards oh the mole, 
They “killed” all the locorhotives that 
had been fired up and in order 
to further blockade the fracks derailed 
one locomotive. and a long line of 
coaches. Later in the morhing another 
crowd of strikers ran to the yards and 
wrecked a turn-table by shoving a heavy 
freight car into the pit. Damage was also 


done at the roundhouse. The railroad com- 


pany’s Deputy Sheriffs and United States 
Deputy Marshals offered little resistance to 
the riotous strikers. Trouble on the mole 
came to an end this morning, however, when 
a force of thirty-five United States 
marines from Mare Island were landed 
there by the ferry steamer Alabama, 
which transported them from the navy- 
yards. This force of marines 216 
under command of Lieutenant-Commander 
William H. Reeder, executive officer of the 
cruiser Charleston, and is drawn from the 
crews of the Charleston, Monterey, Thetis, 
and Independence. Their equipment includes 
five gatling guns and several Hotchkiss can- 
non. The marines are to act under the direc- 
tion of Gen. Ruger and will be supported by a 
company of agtillery from Presidio. Tomor- 
row, under the shelter of these fighting blue 
jackets, the railroad officials hope to resume 
traffic into and out of Oakland. 

At Sacramento the conditions of martial law | 
prevail. No trains are running there, how- 
ever, and General Superintendent Miller Fill. 
more said this evening that no more regular 
trains. would be run before Saturday, by 
which time he hopes to have “repaired the 
trestle. At a late hour this afternoon the 
wreckers had not recovered the bodies of En- 
gineer Clark and che three soldiers which lie 
in the water beneath the wreck. 

The people of Sactamento aré practically 
living under military goveriment. Col. 
Graham has thrown a cordon of troops 
around the railroad property and citizens are 
not allowed through the lines. Along the 
railroads in the vicinity of yestérday’s disas- 
ter cavalrymen and squads of infantry are 
scouring the tules and underbrush. Several 
suspicious characters found in hiding there 
have been arrested and put in a military 
guardhouse at Sacramento. This morn- 
ing it was reported that the strik- 
ers were preparing to demolish the 
railroad bridge across the American River. A 
train bearing fifty regulars | was, hastily dis. 
patched. To avoid a disaster like yesterday’s 
two freight cars were pushed ahead of the 
locomotive. At 1 o'clock this afternoon the 
reguiars returned with six prisoners. The 
men had been fousd on that bridge. Though 
they were not strikers they have n thrown 
into the guard house, ? 

During the day several citizens were ar- 
rested and also thrown into the guard’ house 
for offenses against the military law as laid 
down by the Federal and State commanders. 
The militiamen on guard at the water front 
had several skirmishes with civilians. 

The Sheriff’s men are confident they have 
evidence to convict one of the men now in 
custody, a striker named Worden, of the 
bridge wrecking. 

The trains are running 8 out of San 
Francisco on the coast division. In South- 
ern California the blockade is broken, though

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TRIVIAL QUIBBLES IN A MURDERER’S 
BEHALF. 

One of Prendergast’s counsel is la boring 
strenuously to secure for his murderous cli- 
ent a longer lease of life. He is endeavoring 
to get the case of his client into the Federal 
courts for no other purpose than to kill a lit- 
tle more time. He knows that there is abso- 
lutely no hope for the assassin’s life, because 
the Governor has sent word that he will not 
interfere, and because the Supreme Court, 
should the Prendergast case be brought be- 
fore it, will say that there is no legal ground 
on which it can interfere. All that the coun- 
sel for the murderer can hope to gain is a de- 
lay of a month or two, unless he expects at 
the end of that time to say that the murderer 
has gone’ insane since his last trial, and ask 
tor another trial on that account, and keep re- 
peating this process as the months and years 
pass along. 

One of the reasons why the Federal courts 
are asked to stay the hand of justice and save 
a badly frightened murderer from the gullows 
is what counsel calls the fact that Prender- 
gast has been denied his constitutional rights, 
the record of the trial court failmg to show 
that before sentence was pronounced on him 
he was asked if he had anything to say why 
cantons of death should not be imposed on 
him.“ 

This is a miserable quibble unworthy a, rep- 
utable lawyer. Even if the record does not 
show.it, the fact is the question was asked by the 
Judge, as appears from the files of Tun Tris- 
xk and other city papers which reported the 
trial. The question was put to Prendergast 
and he made a long, incoherent speech in re- 
ply. Mr. Gregory knows that fact, but on 
the pretext the record does not show it he 
wants to make Judge Grosscup believe the 
question was not asked by the trial court. 
The other points made in Prendergast’s be- 
half are wretchedly weak. They are almost 
an insult to the intelligence of ‘a Judge. 

The transparent object of all these quibbles 
and technicalities was to delay a righteous 
sentence, and it was unlikely from the first 
Judge Grosscup would intervene. These ex- 
pectations were realized when late yesterday 
afternoon the Judge brushed away Mr. Greg- 
ory's points and overruled all his motions for 
a writ of habeas corpus, for a stay of execu- 
tion, and for an appeal alike. The execution 
| therefore must take place this morning.

THE REAL ‘MEANING or SOVEREIGN’S 
“WALK-OUT. * 

The fundamental motive at the bottom of 
this alleged sympathetic ‘* walk-out does not 
concern the interests of the Pullman strikers. 
That is mere pretense. The two are no more 
related than oil and water. This movement to 
involve the trades unions in striking againet 
their wages was ordered by Sovereign in the 
interests of the industrial revolution which 
he so flamboyantly announced in a recent 
talk. He has found some of his followers 
ready to take the first step in that direction. 
They are men who have been accustomed to 
listen in their lodges to agitators of the Sov- 
ereign sort. They have only heard one side 
and they are ready to believe that all who do 
not take that side are their enemies seeking 
to oppress and enslave them. They fancy that 
they have the strength of numbers anda that if 
the butchers, the bakers, the beer brewers, the 
painters, the cigarmakers, and other artisaris 
go out they can upset the institutions of the 
country and inaugurate Sovereign’s industrial 
revolution. If they are suécessfu: here they 
reason that the movement will spread all over 
the country and the foundations of society will 
be overthrown. 

These deluded men, however, have not con- 
sidered one important factor of the problem, 
and that is, that they are only a small frac- 
tion of the 68 millions of American people. 
They have given no thought/to the sentiments 
of the great remainder. They do not stop 
to consider that they are only a little fraction 
of the American people, or give any heed to 
the sentiments of the overwhelming majority. 
They have not thought of the opposing ele- 
ments which will not allow the institutions of 
the country to be overthrown—the authority 
of those who execute the laws, the military 
power, the million of veteran soldiers, and 
two millions of their stalwart sons, the entire 
tarming community, the whole solid South, 
and all conservative men who believe in law 
and order, They have not even considered 
the sure ection of the conservative and sen- 
sible in their own ranks. They should con- 
sider these things before they go too far with 
an “industrial revolution based upon or- 
ganized anarchy ” and advocated by irrespon- 
sible and mischief-making agitators.

FEATURES AND CONSEQUENCES OF’ THE 
STRIKE. 

Boss Debs originally - professed that his 
strike at the railroads was only against the 
hauling of the Pullman cars. As late as 
June 26 he declared that the railroads he was 
after were the Illinois Central. the Northera 
and Southern Pacitic, the Santa Fé, the Chi- 
cago Great Western, ‘and the Wisconsin 
Central. 

He said if those roads could be. brought to 
terms there would be no trouble with the 
smaller ones, as they would surrender to his 
demand. Subsequently he stated that bis ob- 
ject of bulldozing the roads was to be ac- 
complished without violence, that the walk- 
out” was a “ peaceable one, and he affirmed 
the right of other men to take the places va- 
cated by his strikers. He pretended to be 
confident that by strictly peaceable measures 
the strikers could bring the railroad com- 
panies down on ther marrow bones, and 
force them to demand that Pullman should 
arbitrate his wage differences with his car- 


building employés. 


Tue Taten of June 29 predicted that 


Debs’ strike would not be conducted peaceably. 
It cited the bloody riots that attended the re- 
cent coal strike; the beating of men; seizure 
of trains; burning of bridges; destraction of 
property, and other diabolical features that 
marked “a species of civil war in a dozen 
States. 

Tun Trinmune called attention to the fact 
that after two months the leader of the great 
coal strike, who made an ignorant prediction 
that the strike would be a peaceful one, be- 
„me alarmed at the result of his own rash- 
‘ness, and not only saw that he was chal- 
‘‘lenging the resources of society, but realized 
„there would be killmg and shooting on the 
‘other side. So he patched up a compromise 

and called his men off.“ Tue Trisvne 
stated that there had been several large rail- 
road strikes im the past, and it had always 
„happened that they have resulted in dis- 
order, violence, and subsequent bloodshed, 12 
and that this must be expected now. 

This expectation was abundantly justified. 
The strikers assaulted men hired to fill the 
places they had vacated. They upset cars, 
burned bridges, set fire to trains, assaulted 
men on the locomotives, and defied the legal 
authorities. 

They were not content to stop the passage 
of trains composed in part of Pullman cars, 
but even attacked those hauling the Wagner 
sleepers on rival lines. They did not confine 
themselves to interfering with passenger 
travel, but attacked mail and freight cars, 
caused a paralysis of business at the great 
Stock-Yards, at the wholesale market on 
South Water street, at many manufa>tories, 
the men working in which had to be laid off 
and sent home because of the stappage of 
freight transportation by the Debs strikers. 
They caused a lock up in coal, fruit, veg- 
etubles, ice, grain, live stock, ‘and in 
manufactured products which it was 
desired to distribute to consumers. 
They burned and otherwise destroyed 
property worth millions of dollars more than 
the total amount demanded by the Pullman 
strikers, they caused an interruption of com- 
merce and manufacturing industries amount- 
ing to a loss of many other millions in the 
aggregate and necessitated the calling out of 
Federal and Stute troops to prevent them 
from carrying further the work of destruction. 

All this will have to be paid for by the tax- 
payers of Chicago and the County of Cook; 
but the lives lost and the wages which could 
not be earned by the many who wanted to 

work through the strike, but could not, never 
will be made good. 

Finally the strike leaders, not contented 
with this horrible mischief, and still less ap- 
palled by it, proceeded to a further and 
greater enormity, the calling out of workers 
generally in this city and many other places 
outside, some of them proposing that the dia- 
bolical strike be made to extend over the 
whole Nation. They deliberately proposed to 


“apply the starvation thumbscrew to the mill- 


ion and a half of residents in Chicago, in 
order to force them into joining, first in the 
crusade against George M. Pullman, and sec- 
ondly against the whole railroad system of 
the country, which a majority of the strikers 
seem foolishly. t have thought ceuld be 
“tied up by an order from Debs. Had the 
order been obeyed it would have put Chicago 
in the position of a besieged city, so far as 
food supplies were concerned. 

The animus of the latter order was anarchy 
and nothing less, however it may have been 
with the first. This is evident from the 
language of the manifesto put forth by Sov- 
ereign. He said he believes this is as good 
a time as any to bring about certain needful 
changes in our industriat conditions, and 
what those are perhaps nray be inférred from 
his later remark about a result in an in- 
dustrial revolution. If Sovereign is not a 
disciple of Herr Most he is training in the 
same school with him and Lucy Parsons, and 
trying to carry the workingmen of the coun- 
try with him. He would do better to save his 
exertions for some more worthy cause. The 
Debs railroad strike is hopelessly lost for the 
men who engaged in it. The roatls are again 
in good running order, and the strikers are 
asking for their old situations in greater num- 
bers than can be taken on, because the rail- 
road managers are retaining all the new men 
who are competent to do the work required of 
them. Those who are. asked to join in the 
more general strike against this city should 
consider well this outcome of the railroad 
struggle before deciding to invite a similar 
disastrous result for themselves. They would 
have nothing but bitter curses for Debs and 
Sovereign, and the whole pack of salaried, 
professional labor agitators, if they should 
walk out *’ at their command, and find they 
could not go back again but had lost their 
jobs and wages.

SOVEREIGN VS. POWDEBLY. 
The Knights of Labor organization a few 
months ago. ousted Terence V. Powderly, the 


ablest man in their ranks, from their leader- 


ship because the radicals thought he was too 
conservative, because he advised acting with- 
in the law and waa in favor of arbitrating dis- 
putes rather than by rushing into strikes—in a 
word, because he was not a firebrand or an 
Anarchist enough to suit them. They put in 
his placé an incendiary crank from Des 
Meines and confided the direction of their, af- 
fairs to his hands. Since his election he has 
spent his time making rabid, hare-brained 
speeches and preparing himself to assume 
cantrol of the country, if not of the universe. 
He has come to Chicago upon his own or Boss 
Debs’ invitation, it matters little which, to 
show eupitalists and business- men what he can 
do. After encouraging Debs and his lieuten- 
ants to set loose all their wage-earners for the 
purpase of downing their employers and ruin 

ing their business, and with it their own wages, 
he issues a flamboyant proclamation to his 
own followers. in which he says: 

I believe this as good a time as any to bring 
about certain needful changes in our industrial 
conditions. Labor has a direct interest in the 
enterprise in which it is engaged, ana this fact 
once insisted upon to the extent of having capital 
recognize Jt will result in an industrial e 
tion mutually beneficial to both. 

What this industrial revolution ”’ is to be 
Sovereign has not explained, or how he ex- 
peots to help the Pullman strikers by order- 
ing but the Knights of Labor to shoot their 
wages, or how it is going to help the men 
who have been burning and destroying rail- 
road property. Sovereign sheds no light 
upon these points. He simply counsels the 
lodges of the Knights of Labor to walk out 
and strike for an industrial revelution,”’ 
whatever that is. Evidentiy, however, the 
Knights of Labor are not unanimous in ac- 
cepting this firebrand’s dangerous counsel, or 
perhaps they would like a categorical state 
ment as to what he means by an * industrial 
revolution.“ For from numerous points— 
from New York City, Brooklyn, Boston, 
Worcester, Providence, Concord, N. H.; Rat- 
land, Vt. New Haven, Haverhill, Mass.; To- 
led o, Chicago, Pittsburg, Philadelphia. Read- 
ing, Washington, Baltimore, Cleveland, Cin- 
cinnati, and Detroit, from his own home, Des 
Moines, and from every city in the South 
comes the news that Sovereign’s flamboyant 
proclamation has not been heeded. The con- 
servative ‘‘ Knights ” will settle for them- 
selves whether they will follow his counsel to 
assault their own bread and butter. The out- 
look is not encouraging for the Des Moines 
hare-brained agitator. The hesitating atti- 
tude of the Knights of Labor shows that they 
begip to doubt the feasibility of this revolu- 
tiongry strike against the American pegple 
which Debs precipitated, and the advantdye 
of striking against their own wages and the 
bread of their wives and children at the com- 
mand of the leaders of * inge anarchy. 0 
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A LUTHERAN OPINION ‘OF ALTGELD. 

The Rundschau, the organ of the German 
Lutherans, says: 

Gor. Altgeld has not only made himself ridicu- 
lous for all time by his dispatches to the Presi- 
dent, but he has incurred the displeasure of all 
righéthinking men. Not a few of those who 
once helped Altgeld into the Governor's chair 
long ago regretted it. This last inexcusable 
action of the Governor is alienating from him 
among thousands of reputable Germans the last 
spark of sympathy which they yet feel for him. 

The Rundschau contributed greatly to Alt- 
geld’s election by inducing the Republican 
German Lutherans to vote for him. The 
Staats. Zeitung commenting on the above sa s: 

Through his impudent telegrams to President 
Clevpland, who was true to his duty, Altgeld has 
estr¢nged utterly and completely a number of 
thosé German voters in IIlinois without whose 
votes he never would have heen elected Gov- 
ernor. Where would Altgeld have been in No- 
vember, 1892, without the votes of the German 
Lutherans? Yet by his course as Governor he 
has made the great majority of them his oppo- 
nents, including those who were originally Re- 
publicans. Now those of them who have re- 
maised with the Democratic party since Novem- 
ber, 1892, are turning away from it in anger 
[and goimg back to the Republican party en 
masse]. 

Tan Trrsunse told the German Lutherans 
in 1892 that they were making a bad invest- 
mentin Altgeld, but they were in a rage over 
some bad provisions in a school law which 
had been smuggled into it while it was being 
put through the Legi-lature and they would 
notilisten. They are satisfied now that they 
took their pigs to a poor market. 


THE ACT OF 1888 DOESN’T APPLY. 
The act of Congress of 1888 to create 
hoards of arbitration for settling differences 


between railroad corporations engaged in in- 


ter State transportation of passengers or 
praperty and their empioyés has the follow- 


ing provision: 

That the President may select two Commis- 
siohers, one of whom at least shall be a resident 
of the State in which the controversy arises, 
who, together with the Commissioner of Labor. 
shall constitute a temporary commission for the 
purpose of examining the causes of the contro- 
versy, the conditions accompanying, and the best 
means for adjusting it, the result of which exam- 
ination shall be immediately reported to the 
President and Congress, and on the rendering of 
such report the services of the two Commission- 
ers sball cease. The services of the commission, 
to be ordered at the time by the President and 
constituted as herein provided, may be tendered 
by the President for the purpose of settling a 
coktroversy such as contemplated either upon 
his own” motion or upon the application ot one 
of the parties to the controversy gr upon the ap- 
plication of the Executive of a State. 

Labor leaders are scolding the President 
for not appointing such a commission and 
sehding it here. But nothing would be gained 
thereby. The facts are all known at Wash- 
ingtou as they are here“ The railroad em- 
ployés went out not because they had a griev- 
ance of their own against the roads but be 
cause some other men in the service of no 
read had a dispute about wages. That is all 
there is to the controversy. And the act of 
1888 doesn't come within 1,000 miles of ap- 


piyingsto it. 


A A CHANCE FOR DEBS. 

The Anarchist organ of disorder and mis-

SILLY TALK ABOUT IMPEACHING OLNEY. 

Some men who call themselves Knights of 
Labor are clamoring for the impeachment of 
the Attorney-General and are going to pre- 
sent a petition tothe House of Representa- 
tives to that effect. Why do they take such 
pains to make themselves ridiculous? If they 
will consult a lawyer he will teli them 
that the law prescribing the dutfts of 
the. Attorney-General says he shall 
give his advice and opinion upon 
questions of law when required by the Presi- 
dent,“ and also when heads of depart 
ments ask him for advice he shall give it. If 
he gives vad advice and illegal opinions he 
cannot be impeached therefor unless it can 
be shown that he did so with intent to de- 
ceive, being actuated by malignant and evil 
motives, It is not a crime to be a bad lawyer. 
If it were the penitentiaries would have to be 
enlarged. The House will not vote articles 
of impeachment therefore till it is satisfied 
first that the Attorney-General has given bad 
advice, and second that he did so knowingly 
and with bad motives. If the House were to 
impeach the Senate would not convict, 
for it has voted with practical unanimity to 
sustain ali the President has done on the At- 
torney-General’s advice. But the House will 
not impeach, for it, like the Senate, believes 
the President is right. If the labor dema- 
gogues ask for the impeachment of any one 
it should be for that of the President. He 
did not follow blindly Mr. Olney’s advice. 
He knew as a lawyer it was sound. He wouki 
have acted as he did even if Olney had ad- 
vised otherwise. 

And if he haa not acted as he did he would 
have made himself liable to impeachment. 
When inter-State commerce was interfered 
with in Illinois, when the mails of the United. 
States were obstructed and the property of 
the United States threatened, it was his sworn 
duty to send troops here from Fort Sheridan 
and elsewhere. Had he failed to do so he would 
have deserved to be removed. The Knights 
have managed to get things upside down.

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ConstaBLe AuGcust Tannarr of Hammond 
has been intrusted with the serving of a war- 
rant for the arrest of the United States regu- 
lars who shot at rioters caught in the act of 
destroying railroad property. It is not ex- 
actly clear how Constable Tabbatt of Ham- 
moud proposes to arrest Capt. Hartz’s gection 
of the United States army, but in case he 
effects 1t he will probably be intrusted with 
the warrants which have been drawn up in the 
Hammond grog-shops for the arrest of Presi- 
dent Cleveland, Secretary Gresham, and At- 
torney-General-Olney. Why was Secretary of 
War Dan Lamont left out? It will be seen 


that Constable Tabbatt has a big job on hand 


vefore he conducts the United States aruiy, 
the President, and his Cabinet to j@il at Ham- 
mond, 

If Constable Tabbatt is a wise man he will 
stay on the Indiana side of Hammond and 
smoke his short pipé and drink his rotgut, 
which is abundant there. If the Anarchists 
of Hammond are wise they will appoint a 
day of thanksgiving and prayer to Divine 
Providence that it did not inspire the regu- 
lars to fire with truer aim. The soldiers 
caught the Hammond rioters in the act of 
destroying railroad property, and then they 
did what they were sent there to do under the 
President’s proclamation. They shot with 


poor aim, and it makes no difference what 


the twoperny Coroner, the twopenny jury, 
the twopensy attorney, or the twopenny 
Mayor of the twopenny Town of Hammond, 
Ind., think about it. The United States sol- 
diers fired because they were ordered to fire. 
Their aim was bad and they hit but few of the 
rioters. If they had taken good aim forty or 
fifty of the rioters might have been shot. The 
people of Hammond should be thankful for 
this bad aim, and then they should be re- 
pentant and try to be hereafter law-abiding 
citizens. 


Sexarorn Puatt of Connecticut hit the nail 
on the head in his few remarks in support of 
Senator Daniel’s resolution to uphold the 
President in downing rioters.

That is indeed the question, whether Cleve- 
land, elegted in accordance with the forms of 
law, or Debs, not elected in accordance with 
the Constitution and the laws, shail manage 
the affairs of the people of the country. Shall 
Cleveland exetcise the powers given him by 
the laws to prevent interference with inter- 
State commerce, or shall Debs be allowed to 
block that commerce? Shall the farmers of 
the West apply to Debs for permission to 
send their grain and live stock to market, or 
shall they turn to Mr. Cleveland and ask him 
to secure for them the rights guaranteed them 
by the Constitution? There is no objection to 
Debs or any other man cailing himself Presi- 


dent or Grand Ruler or Supreme Dictator or

WIMAN MAY NOW GET A NEW TRIAL. 


Certificate of Reasonable Doubt Is Granted 
by Judge Sarrett. ‘ 

New Tonk, July 12.—[Special.|—In the 
Supreme Court today Judge Barrett granted 
a certificate of reasonable doubt in the case 
of Erastus Wiman, who was recently con- 
victed in the Court of Oyer and Termiaer, 
before Judge Ingraham, of forgery, for hav- 
ing forged the name of one Bullinger as in- 
dorser of a check for $5,000, made by R. G. 
Dun & Co., and payabie to  Bull- 
inger’s order. The question submitted 
to the jury was whether Wiman 
indorsed the name of Bullinger upon the 
check with intent to defraud Dun or his part- 
ners. Judge Barrett says that all questions 
as to whether the indorsement was made with 
intent to defraud Bullinger or to defraud 
Wiman’s own bank were substantially ex- 
cluded from the consideration of the jury. 
Under the certificate which is now granted by 
Judge Barrett an application will undoubted- 
ly be made for the release of Wiman on bail 
pending the appeal and its determination by 
the general term of the Supreme Court.

At the vilisgeof San Stefano the sea sudden- 
ly receded for a distance of 200 yards, then 
returned as suddenly, hurling the boats vio- 
lently over the quays, doing great damage. 

number of victims of the earthquakes

The center of the disturbances seems to 
have been the town of Brusa, at the north 
foot of Mount Olympus, fifty-seven miles 
southeast of Constantinople, one of the old- 
est and most important commercial cities of 
Turkey.

DEMOCRATS NAME A STRAIGHT TICKET. 


No Prospect of a Fusien with Populists in 
Kansas. 

Torexa, Kas., July 11.— [Special Corre- 
spondence. |—The Democratic State conven- 
tion has set at rest all speculation as to the 
question of fusion with the Populists by pla- 
cing in nomination a full State ticket that. is 
composed of men strong enough to resist all 
of the threats and blandishments of the Pop- 
ulists, and who will remain in the field until 
election day and do all in their power to draw 
out the full Democratic vote of the State. Be 
this vote large or small they wil) not enter 
into. any bargain with the Populists to 
insure the continuation of the new party 
in power. It was thought by the Populists 
when they discovered that open fusion was 
out of the question that a ticket might be 
nominated that could be withdrawn at the 
proper time and leave Democrats no choice 
except to vote for the Populists or Republic- 
ans, and they were willing to take chances 
that they would be the gainers by such an ar- 
rangement. Now they are convinced 
they must make the campaign on 
their own merits and rely only on their 
own strength for victory. The principal 
places on the Democratic ticket were given to 
stalwarts of the most pronounced type, and a 
majority of the nominees voted the Repub- 
lican ticket two years ago in preference to the 
Populist ticket. 

David Overmyer, the Democratic candidate 
for Governor, was tendered the Populist nom- 
ination for C man-at-large two years 
ago, but declined it because, as he said at the 
time, he was a Democrat, and when his own 
party nominated the candidates of the Popu- 
lists he declined to take any part in the cam- 
paign and went quietly to the polls and voted 
the Republigan ticket rather than give en- 
couragement to the socialistic theories of the 
third party. In his nomination for Governor 
— ponte in that campaign has been vindi- 


cated. 

Joseph G. Lowe, the Democratic nominee 
for Congressman-at-large, led the rebellion 
against the fusionists in 1892. In the State 


convention he fought for a straight ticket and 


when he found himself in the minority walked 
outof the convention, declaring that it did 
not have the power to deliver him to an oppo- 
sition party. He said that he considered the 
Populists farther removed from Democratic 
principles than the Republicansand for that 
reason he would support the Republican can- 
didate, and he did so through the campaign. 
The other places on the ticket were about 
equally divided between stalwarts and fusion- 
ists. 

There is now no means of estimating the 
number of Democrats there are left in Kan- 
sas. In 1890 there were 50.000 of them, 
But it is not believed by any one that there is 
near many now. The Populist gains 
since then have been made almost entirely 
from Democratic ranks, In the campaign of 
1892 there were many who, while professing 
to be Democrats, were in reality Populists, 
and when they are compelled to choose be- 
tween the two will be found on the Populist 
side. There are other Democrats who. real- 
izing that the Democrats have no pos- 
sible chance of i success will vote 
for the Populists in order that 
they may contribute to the success of their 
old-time allies, and there is still another class 
of Democrats who have the fair name of the 
State in mind, and who believe that to be 
of more importance than loyalty to party, 
who will vote forthe Republicans. So it is 
not probable that the Democratic vote will 
exceed 30.000, and it is more likely that it 
wil fall considerably under that number. 
Chairman Breidenthal of the Populist State 
Central committee estimates the Democratic 
vote at not to exceed 15,000, while Chair- 
man Leland of the Republican State Cent 
committee is of the opinion that it will a 
proximate 30,000. 

Many of the delegates to the Democratic 
State convention were Populists. They came 


from the cities where the police machinery is 


in control of the People’s party Police Com- 
missioners and were pe to turn the con- 
vention over to the People’s party if the op- 
portunity offered, but when they found this 
could not be done they made no fight in the 
convention, deeming it the better policy to go 
home and do their work at the polls. They 
will still pretend to be Democrats, believing 
shat under that guise they will be able to ac- 
complish more for the Populists.

Where Is the United States Nation and 
Whe Governs It? 

Cincinnati Enquirer (Dem.): The United 
States is a Nation, bounded on the north by 
Canada, British Columbia, and the Arctic 
Ocean, on the east by the Atlantic Ocean, on 
the south by the Guif of Mexico and Mexico, 
and on the west by the Pacific Ocean. With- 
in all that vast territory the people are all 
under the constitutional jurisdiction of the 
United States and subject to its laws. Con- 
gress is ite legislative department to make 


laws; the President isits Chief Executive, 


sworn to see that those laws are faithfully 
executed, and the Federal judiciary system 
decides all questions of alieged violations of 
law. When the writs and other processes of 

Federal courts are resisted the Executive 
is empowered by the Constitution and the 


laws to overcome such resistance by the nec. | 
essary force. For this purpose he is author. | 


ized the law to call on the army and navy 
of the United States and the State militia. 
The Nation is made up of the people of all 
the States and Territories. It is not made up 
of a group (t State governments. It is the 
sovereign power which all must obey when it 
speaks under the Constitution. Every citizen 
of the United States is also a citizen of the 
State in which he resides, Said Attorney- 
General Olney: ‘“‘ The soil of Illinois is the 
soil of the United States. So, also, the soil 
of every State is the soil of the United States. 
Uncle Sam is master of every State 80 far as 
Federal laws passed pursuant to the Constitu- 
tion of the United States are concerned. He 
is nota tramp wandering over the highways 
by day and sleeping in berns at night. He is 
everywhere at home in his own house. In 
every State his courts sit and his Marshais 
enforce their decrees. He regulates com- 
merce between the States, and establishes mail 
routes over which he sends the mails. He 
enforces national authority on national sub- 
jects, without regard to State lines and with- 
out regard to the wishes of State authorities, 
The Federal Government and the State Gov- 
ernments are joint occupants of the soil of 
the United States, and if there is any crowd- 
ing the Federal Supreme Court decides which 
shall give. way, and to its decision ali must 
bow. o State bas any voice in the affairs of 
the General Government except through her 
two Senators and the Representatives of her 
people in the lower House of Congress. 
All these things are what is called common 
en Any Governor who is ignorant 
of them is out of place. From them it fol- 
lows that when the Federal laws are resisted 
in any State the President does not’ consult 
the State authorities about enforcing. them, 
but proceeds as if there were no such authori- 
ties, and, indeed, as if there were ro States. 
When State laws are resisted the President 
cannot interfere except upon the call of the 
Legislature of the State, and of the Governor 
when the Legislature cannot be convened, 
unless the State should be without a repub- 
licaa form of guvernment,in which latter 
case the people wouid be protected by the 
United States while forming a new govern- 


ment. 

The Governor of Illinois has evidently 
been discussing a question of suppressing do- 
mestic violence. President Cleveland and his 
Attorney-General have been dealing with re- 
sistance to Federal laws. The Governor has 
no more business with what has been done by 
the President than he would have with the in- 
dictment of a counterteiter by a Federal 

and jury. And, as for Federal troops in 

llinois, they are in the United States and were 
sent there by the President, who is Command- 
er-in-Chief. He can turn all the State militia 
into Federal troops if he deems it necessary, 
and the Governor must be as faithful in his 
Federal allegiance as the humbiest citizen. 

APPROVAL FROM THE SOUTH. 
Cleveland’s Orders to Use the Regulars

WHICH Is THE WORSE SLAVERY? 


Debs a Greater and More Powerful Tyrant 
Than Pullman. 

Detroit Free Press (Dem.): One of the 

prominent words in the vocabulary of the 


labor leader today is slave or “serf.’’ No 
meeting has been held since the inauguration 


of the strike at which the audience has not 
been told in more or less thrilling language 
of the “slavery ’’ which existed at Pullman; 
and at most of them the impression has been 
conveyed that al! workingmen were being en- 
slaved, or had been, to capital, 

We do not suppose fora moment that an 
one of the leaders believes what he says. It 
is merely a figure of speech. The very fact 
that so many men in the country have freed 
themselves at a word from the service of cap- 
ital ought to be a ¢onclusive answer to the as- 
sertion of their enslavement. Slaves cannot 
leave their masters without a moment’s warn- 
ing and without running therisk of being re- 
taken and forced into servitude again. But even 
if it were coneeded that the condition of the 
men at Pullman was a condition of slavery or 
that the condition of the average workman is 
the same, what shell ve said of the relation 
which same men bear to some of their 
leaders? Pullman may have been a hard 
master—a tyrant; but he could not order his 
employés to work altogether at the risk 
of starvation for themselves and those 
dependent on them. He could discharge 
them from hig own service, but he could not 
1 their going to work for anybody else. 

Ds can. He can order thousands of men to 
throw up their situations and to refrain alto- 
gether from work during his pleasure. He 
can do this, notwithstanding the fact so 
g:aphically portrayed by one of the uphold- 
ers of his authority that the poorhouse is 
oniy two weeks away.“ If, then, Pullman is 
a tyrant, Debs is a tyrant, and one with 
greater powers than Pullmabd. If it is slavery 
to work for Pullman it is more abject slavery 
to have Debs for a master because powers 
are greater and his control more absolute 
than Pullman's. 

Will the intelligent workingman of the 
country give this subject a little thought? 
Will he ask himself the next time one of his 
orators tells him he is a slave to his employer, 
whether his slavery to the latter is any worse 
than the slavery of Debs’ fallowers to that 
potentate? , 


ARBITEATION BAS ITS LIMITATIONS, 


Times When It Is Out of Place in the Set- 
tlement of Differences. 


American Cultivator: The report that the 
clergymen of Chicago are to meet and sabmit a 
proposition for arbitration of the strike is am 
other illustration of the unfitness which clergy- 
men too often have shown in dealing with prac 
tical affairs. Some clear-headed thinking is 
needed in this world, else sympathies, however 
strong, are sure to be misdirected and do more 
harm than good. The clergymen are misled by 
the muddled idea that arbitration and the things 
that make for peace are always desirable. 

There are some things in which arbitration is 
impossible. This wholly inexcusable strike is 
one of them. It is not true, either, that present 
peace is always to be sought. Only the peace 
that can endure ig really desirable. The apostolic 
motto, “first pure, then peaceable,” teaches this. 
So, too, do the words of Christ: I eame not to 
send peace into the world, but the sword.“ and 
his example in rebuking scribes and pharisees 
and even resorting to physical violence in driv 
money changers out of the temple with a whip o 


small cords. 

The first thing that these clergymen should ask 
themselves is a clear definition of what the dis- 
pute is about, Sp soon as this is had talk of 
arbitrating the strikers’ quevencee becomes the 
silliest kind of twaddie. The United States Gov- 
ernment cannot lpave to arbitratic the question 
whether United States mails shall be carried or 
inter-State commerce shall be interfered with. 
ee ty =| the men engaged in moving these trains 
their full right to stop work, the railroad com- 
panies cannot leave to arbitration the question 
as to their right to fill the places of the strikers 
with other men. 

Take the origin of the controvérsy, the refusal 
of the Pullman employés to work for the wages 
offered them. What is there t can be ar- 
bitrated in thig? The Pullman company de- 
clared that it wap paying all, and more than it 
could afford. It has, within a few months, made 
cars at a loss, in order to keep men at work. 
But, the dujl times continuing, the company 
made a reduction in wages, but still paying more 
than thousands 17 just as good men as they are 
content to work for until times improve. The 
workmen refused to accept the reduced wages, 
as they had 4 perfect right to dq. 

Then most illpgically the workmen asked that 
the difference bp left to 1 Suppose it 
could be so left. If the arbitrators decided that 
the company must pay more wages, what power 
could oblige the company to continue work at a 
loss? In the end such work must result in its 
bankruptcy. Or ii the decision were the other 
‘way and the men were ordered by the arbitretors 
to go to work at reduced wages, what power short 
of the reéstablishment of slavery could force 
them to doitf By the thirteenth amendment 
slavery or involuntary servitude is forever pro- 
hibited in this gountry. Such slavery would be 
no less irksome ¢ould it be so imposed by a board 
of arbitration. 

The entire fai 


re of arbitration as a means for 
settling labor difficulties is not left alone to in- 
ference. It has been fully demonstrated by ex- 
periment in the State of New York, where for 
several years a law creating a State Board of 
Arbitration has been on the statute books. The 
board has served no useful purpose. It has made 
a few more or less fat places for politicians who 
fail of election by the people, but it has neces- 
sarily no judicial power. All that it can do is to 
offer advice, which neither party is disposed to 
take at the value of what it has cost the State. 
When the board was created some unthinking or 
loose-thinking ‘reformers thougbt that the end of 
labor difficulties was about to come. They un- 
derstand their mistake now, and New York's ex- 

riment can only serve as a warning to other 
Betes not to imitate this example. 


Sympathetic Strikes. 

The following remarks from the San Francisco 
Chronicle of June 26, written before the strike 
had commended, are as true today as they were 
then: More than one-half of the labor troubles 
in this country are due to sympathetic strikes. 
What has a brakeman ora firéman on «4 train 
between Oakland and Sacramento or Lathrop 
and Mojave to do with the question of whether 
George M. Pullman pays his employés as much 
as they think they ought to feceive for their 
work? What legitimate connection is there be- 
tween conductors, engineers, fisemen, brakemen, 
switchmen, and yardmen and the mechanics who 
build and ip Pullman cars? The next thi 
will be a strike among the workmen who buil 
the ice-water tanks or who provide the curtains 
for the sleeping berths, and then the whole rail- 
road system of the United Sta x will be tied up 
until the quarrel can be adjus The Federal 
power will have to interfere in the bresent case, 
or concede that the inter-State eommerce act is 
waste paper, for beyond question the comfortable 
and convenient transportation of passengers is 
as mucb a part of inter-State ecommerce as the 
hauling of maiis or freight of apy kind.”

Complaint Against the Potice. 

CniOAGO, July 12.—- [Editor of The Tribune. 
As Mayor Hopkins is reported to be dismissing 
some of his Deputy Marshals on the pretext that 
he now has more official authority than he needs 
allow me to give my experience of today and 
then leave your readers to judge. A friend of 
mine unfortanately had occasion to ewear out a 
warrant for larceny against a man who occupies 
part of her property: and ieft the same at Har- 
rison Street Police Station for execution. It 
was of the greatest importance that the warrant 
should be early executed because the man, in 
addition to the larceny, has been drunk for thirty 
or thirty-six hoars, making the rear of a very re- 
spectable neighborhood hideous by day and night 
with his howls, yells. curses, and threats of mur- 
der. Last night quite enongh of this took place 
for half the police force of the city to have heard 
it, but not a single policeman came upon the 
scene. While I write the drunkenness still goes 
on, and the locality seems doomed to another 
night #f borror., At 5 o’clock I went to Harrison 
stree urge the execution of the warraat. Here 
I was treated with very scant courtesy, indeed, 
by the officér. who barely deigned to speak with 
me, but who did say they had not had an 
officer for three days to serve a war- 
rant, nor did he know when they wouid; 
but if he could get one tomorrow it would be 
served, I was not satisfied with this, as my ob- 
ject was to Pres “hell on earth closed be- 
fore nightfall and to make sure that everybody's 
life was not sacrificed. So I was advised to go 
to the City Hail, and in Room No. 5 on the 
ground floor I met with an exact counterpart of 
the reception I got at Harrison street. So we 
shall have to pass the night in that locality again 
as best we may, and if murder is committed be- 
tere morning you will know that only the police 
of the city are really to blame for it.
